The Kraft Plicnix Cheese corpora- 


tion will open its new cheese factory 
in Hope about May 15. 


G. M. Crow, with the cheese fac- 


tory at 'Searcy. Ark., and a veteran of 
20 years' experience with the Kraft 
corporation, will be the Hope plant's 
manager. 


Mr. Crow and R. F. Berry, Kraft's 


field agent for the state of Arkansas, 
will arrive in Hope this Wednesday, 
May 1. 


This was announced 
Monday 
by 


Frank Kraft, factory installation man 
with headquarters at Dcnison. Texas, 
whose task of converting the old arm- 
ory building at South Walnuet and 
Fifth streets is Hearing completion. 


Mr. Kraft, member of the family 


whose name is associated with the 
dairy industry around the world, took

new plant, which has been under 
construction for 30 days. The old arm- 
ory building has been completely re- 
modeled and redecorated, ..ind most of 
the machinery is installed. The build- 
ing measures 100 by 52 feet, and the 
cheese "make" room is 67 by 52. 


Unlimited Capacity 


The plant has practically an unlim- 


ited capacity for cheese production, 
Mr. Kraft said. It can accomodatc up 
to 25,000 pounds of whole milk daily, 
with the present vat and labor-shift 
arrangement—but this capacity can be 
multiplied at will by the quick in- 
stallation of extra vats and the adding 
of new shifts. 


Four men will be employed at the 


beginning, including the manager; and 
others will be added as milk produc- 
tion passes from 10,000 pounds daily

Of course the general impression 


that recovery is setting in is sufficient 
of itself to give an impetus to stock 
prices. But as already pointed out, a 
mere 18 per cent rise in business ac- 
tivity would not be a sound basis 
for 4 48 per cent rise in stocks. Be- 
yond the general notion,1 that recov- 
ery is under way—a very uncertain 
and ot at all fixed conviction—there 
would have to be a belief cither way 
that recovery was going to continue 
for a long period or that some other 
factor was going to move stocks up 
for a while. What could this other 
factor be? 


Unquestionably it is the feeling that 


some kind of inflation is under, way 
and that it will continue for a while 
longer. .

There is no doubt that proper care 


of the mother before the baby is born, 
and observance of strict cleanliness 
during childbirth, would greatly lower 
the incidence of such infection. 


Even today, however, conditions as- 


sociated with childbirth are far from 
satisfactory. Women 
in 
childbirth, 


whose babies are cared for by ignor- 
ant or careless midwives, or are born 
under filthy conditions, are more like- 
ly to suffer from such infection than 
those attended in hospitals devoted 
particularly to the care Of childbirth, 
or in clean rooms of good hdmes. 


There is a common superstition that 


more babies are born at night than in 
daytime. ActUal investigation, how- 
ever, shows that births Vary little 
from hour to hour ih the course of a 
day. 


Of 1089 babies born in Honolulu, 543 


were born during the day, and 546 
during the.night. Of lOOO babies born 
at the Chicago Lying-in hospital, 493 
were born during the day and 507 at 
night.

any single hour occurred between 3 
and 4 o'clock in'the morning, but that

erators and institutions and corpora- 
tions acquired by compulsion'; Iqrge 
blocks of securities. More recently, 
when Wall Street saw the definite in- 
fluonceflatioflary character 
of 
the 


market, more active operator^ begarl 
to accumulate low-priced shares. With 
the lift in business these people have 
been selling their shares to the hope- 
ful public. How much actual manip- 
ulation has been going on to effect this 
it would be difficult to say. 


This, perhaps, helps to explain how 


there has been so much activity with- 
out a corresponding increase' in bank 
loans in the market. There has been a 
heavy 
distribution 
of 
low-priced 


stocks which many persons have; been 
induced to buy for cash .and without 
the use of market credit. Also, there 
has perhaps been a lot of floor trading 
either to help ih distribution and boost, 
stocks or merely to taek advantage 'of 
the current situation. And, of course, 
a lo of this trading! is done without 
cither cash or credit. 


This is further confirmed by the 


volume of trading. It has been large 
but not at all record breaking. Thus 
last year there was a lot of heavy 
trading, yet the total sales of shares 
were only 381,666,000 or not very 
much more than 1934. And it was only 
a little over half what was done in 
1933. 
This year, thus far, sales have 


been heavier than in the same months 
last year. That is, they have been 
around 200,000,000 shares or -some- 
what less than 1933. This would; seem 
to indicate that, since there is no enor- 
mous demand being exerted {.against 
the shares, the 
upward swjhg of 


stocks has been helped along by some 
of the old devices. 


Securities Laws Still Ineffective 
This brings us to ask—wl$at has 


happened to Wall Street und'er the 
new regime—under the Securities Ex- 
change Commission? , 
;'; 


The answer, of course, is thjrt noth- 


ing much has happened yet. The sit- 
uation stands about as follows:, 


There are two acts affecting Wall 


Street. One is the Truth-in-Securities 
Act. 
This has been beneficial because 


it forces bankers or corporations put- 
ting out new issues of bonds or stocks 
to file with the Commission a very full 
account of the essential facts affecting 
the securities. This act has worked 
fairly well bus far. But it has not 
affected 
the stock exchange 
very 


much, since very few new stocks have 
been issued. This has been not be- 
cause of the act, but because of the 
general investment situation. 


Tlie other att is the Securities Ex- 


change Act, under which the Com- 
mission governs the stock market. In- 
vestors must 
understand 
that tlio 


Commission does not aim to advise in- 
vestors or to aid them in their invest- 
ment or speculative 
problems. 
Us 


business is to see that the exchange 
is run as a free, honest market place. 
While the Commission has done some 
good work, it has really not done 
very much, as yet, to change the 
methods in the market. 


Bank Credit Out of SEC Hands 
The Commission has laid down some 


rules under which securities are list- 
ed with exchanges. The facts which 
corporations whose shares are listed 
are compelled to supply are specified 
by the Commission. But this is hard- 
ly more than the stock exchange al- 
ready required in listings. And some 
critics have even insisted that the 
Commission had actually mitigated 
the secerity of the exchange rules. 


Speculaion with bank credit is not | 


in the hands of the SEC. The power j 
of margin rules is lodged with the 
Federal Reserve Board. Up to re-1 
cently margin rules 
were scarcely 


more severe than any prudent broker-: 
age house would have required. And 
even now, while for most active stocks 
margins of 55 per cent are required, 
this is not much different from the re-

Stock Manipulation Hard to Pro*c 
Nest, manipulation. Can brokers 


still'manipulate stocks? Arid do^they 
do it? The law contains a series of 
prohibitions against manipulation. Orle 
ifc lhat it is unlawful io do so. tills 
is not very effective, since It is very 
difficult tti prove manipulation in any 
given case.; 


The only way to' prevent manlptila1 


tio'n is to lake out of the hands of 
operators the weapons they use tot 
the purpose. What are incise weapons? 
They are in par (1) margin credit; (2) 
(he collaboration of the specialist, (3) 
the aid very often of flbor brokers, 
(4) fictitious trading, (5) publicity,, 
tips, rumors, etc.,-(6) options and'oth- 
et devices to aid brokers to accumu- 
late shares, (7) short selllhg. 


Margin credit the operators still have 


in abundance. 


The specialist still remains uncheck- 


ed. The Commission has been study- 
ing this subject but has clone nothing 
about it. 


Tho floor trader still remains un- 


checked. Here again the Commission 
has been studying the subject but has 
not acted. 


Fictitious trading is prohibited oUt- 


righl by the oct. The Commission has 
hauled one broker—Mike Meehan, a 
largo scale broker and operator—over 
the coals to prove that he. conducted 
a lot of fictitious trading ih Bellahca 
stock. B*it the trial has lasted for six 
months and the testimony makes up 
bales of paper. Obviously Iht Com- 
mission cannot repeat such an effort 
often. 
One thing II) can do is to 


make the punishment so severe when 
it does investigate as to make brokers 
fearful of being caught. 


Publicity, tips, rumors, etc., are of 


course all .made unlawful by the act. 


The Commission may. make rules 


against options, but as yet it has not 
dohe'SO. 


Thus we see that while the Com- 


mission has been studying many sub- 
jects and has made some good investi- 
gations, notably the investigation of 
the whole abuse of reorganizations, it 
has not yet got down to brass tacks 
really to curb the market. If the 
market misbehaves, the Commission is 
going to be blamed.
